apologists or defenders.

. #aw & brute sssault his daughter he would
run oft after the sherifl, then we might be-
Heve thata man I8 telling the truth when be
- condemns lynchers. This editor does not
believe that there 18 an editor in this State
who wounld not strike down an assallant in
_ attacking bls wife or daughter, and therelore
we belleye that those who denonmce thelr
- pelghbors for acting in self-defence are neith-
er sineere nor utterlog thelr true sentiment.
The man who condones the erime of assaull
while bitterly denouncing the mob would
deny one's natural right and legal author-
ity to seli-defence.

The colurons of denunciation that'have ap-
peared in the newspapers 18 unjust to this
people, and may create & wrong lmpresslon
upon the minds of the negroes st home, as
well as upon readers outside of the State, The
people of this Stale are just as honorable and
Just ag eure to defend thelr families as are the
people of any other State. And It s nseless
for any newspaper to Lry to create other im.
pression.

Itissinful
and wicked to Inepire assallants with the
hope that elther newspapers or governors
may enable them 10 escape the just penalty
of an ontraged and justly Incensed people
Negro preachers who neglect to warn thelr
young men or encourage the hope In them
that they escape the certaln pepalty are
derellet In thelr duty, Newspapers and
governors who may encourage criminals
to bope for delerred punishment, or possi-
ble escape for Lthelr crimes, ure not jusl and
true to Lhe best interests of eitbher race.

Theincreased demand for labor along all
industrial lines hae drawn labor from the
farms. The rallroad bullders are giving, so
we hear, $40 & montb for able bodied men.
Contractors and builders in all the towns are
glving e dollar & day for bands possessing no
ekill, and but a modified quality of main
force. An uneducated negro with a plok and
shovel commande higher wages than &8
Ppreacher or & school teacher.

With all these demands for labor, the
farms will be without bands, end the mule's
occopation will be gone, The times are oot
ofjoint. Nofarmer in thle couniry can af-
ford Lo give a dollar & day for labor. And
labor wlll gravitate to the fleld of most profit-
able service, Ifthe bullders and contractors
can emplioy all the labor, the flelds cannot be
cnltivated.

Anpother discouragiog feature I8 the down-
ward tendency in the price of cotlon. Cotton
is now below ten cents. Texse threatens a
“bumper crop,” and in other sectlons the
prospect for a big crop 18 good. With a filteep-
milllon-bale crop at roduced prices for the
staple, and great high wages for hands, where
wiil the farmer land ?
